26. The early part ot the season 
was cool and wet. The cvol 
condition was yood for horse 
work and the wet weather in- 
sured seed yermination and a 
favorable early growsh of grain 
crops,

May precipitation was the 
high month recorded with 6 79 
inches ‘The following three 
months were proportionately 
good, ‘I'he five month growing 
season, April to August inclu 
sive tutulled 1688 inches of 
rainfall, ‘nis was more than 
three times the amount receiv- 
ed for the same period in 1926, 
Precipitation for the twelve 
months ot 1927 was 19 84 inches 
of water distributed as follows: 
January, ‘nil; February 25; 
Maren 40; April 1.05; May 6 79; 
June 3.02; July 299; August 
1,97; September 1 40; October 
47; November .60 and Decem- 
ber .90, 


Wheat was sown at tho rate 
of one and one-quarter bushels 
on fallow and one bushel per 
acre on second crop land, 
Wheat cutting commenced the 
26th of August.

Gain Crops In 1928

The prediction has been made from many sources, and with but few 
reservations, if any, that the year 1928 gives promise of being one of the) 
freatest years of development in Canada's history, marked by unprecedented 
ectivity in mining, manufacturing, building, water-power development, trans- 
portation, and a rising tide of immigration. Authorities in banking and 
finance are a unit in declaring that Canada is now in a position to take a 
giant step forward, and that apart from the financial ability and resources 
of Canada itself, both British and United States money will be available tor | 
sound development enterprises. | 

What of agriculture, the basic industry of Western Canada, and upo: | 
the prosperity of which much of the growth and prosperity of all Canadian | 
industry depends ? | 

{t is generally recognized that agriculture occupies a stronger position | 
today than it did a few years ago and that conditions have been steadily | 
improving year by year. ‘There is a feeling of hopefulness abroad that this: 
situation will continue. But if 1928 is to prove a successful year for our 
Western farmers they must themselves take time by the forelock and lay the 
foundations of that success. It is now when the snow is on the grouhd and 
the temperature hovers around the zero point that the first step towards 
assuring good crops in the fall of the year must be taken, 

sater in the year everybody, and especially the farmers, will look anx- 
iously for adequate rainfalls at the right season, for bright sunshiny days, 
for an absence of frosts, hail, rust and other blighting agencies, and for good 
weather for harvest and threshing. But a combination of all these favorable 
conditions will not in themselves assure the West a bumper crop. Something 
*iore is required, and now is the time to provide tt. The conditions noted 
above are not within the power of man to determine, but, fortunatety,,ic 1s in 
tis power absolutely to provide the first essential requirement, namely, good, 

lean seed possessing a maximum of germinating qualities. 

Unless the best of clean seed is sown, the best and cleanest crops cannot 
be obtained. If weed seeds are sown, weeds and not wheat, oats, or other 
sileable grain will result. This fact is so obyious that it would seem quite 
innecessary to lay any stress upon it. But what is the situation? 

All Western farmers can profit from the lessons learned from a seed drill 
survey conducted by the Saskatchewan Department of Agriculture last year. 
in 26 townships samples of grain were taken from the seed drills of the 
farmers and tested as to grade, Out of each ten samples submitted in wheat, 
three graded No. 1 or No. 2, four graded No, 3, and three graded rejected. 

The oats being sown did not make as good a showing,—-16 per cent, 
yraded No. 1 or No, 2, 16 per cent. graded No, 3, and 68 per cent. rejected. 
\s in the case of wheat, the oats rejected was caused chiefly by the presence 
of noxious weeds. In other words, only three out of every ten farmers were 
sowing good, clean seed wheat, and only 16 out of every 100 farmers were 
sowing good, clean seed oats. Under such conditions, how can Western | 
farmers expect to obtain large yields and a highly profitable return from! 
their labor? | 

Ninety-seven per cent. of the farmers in these townships were using 
cleaning machinery of some kind, while 92 per cent. were using one or 
another of the recognized methods of treating grain for smut. It was estab- | 
lished that the success, or non-success, in the operation of seed cleaning 
machines did not lie so much in the make of the machine used as ite did in 
the man operating it. Another factor, of course, Wag the extent of the | 
pollution of the seed stock. The moral is, that farmers should at this time 
overhaul their seed cleaning machines and make a close study of the best 
methods of operation. Of major importance is the obtaining of the cleanest 
possible seed to put through these machines. 

There is a lot of truth in the claim of the Canadian Seed Trade Associn- 
tion that an investment too often overlooked in these days of mining and 
ou speculation, is the one of better seed. The assertion is made that one 
dollar invested in better seed during the spring should return at least six or 
seven dollars In the fall, and with right conditions and care it may return 
as high as ten or fifteen dollars, 

Good, clean seed will not in itself assure a heavy and profitable crop. 
there are many other factors involved,—-but unless good, clean geed is sown 
it is certain that such a crop can never be harvested. It is necessary to begin 
at the beginning, and the seed sown Is the beginning, whether it be of a crop

In Petroleum and Natural Gas 


Resources Of 


The year 1927 has seen st \ 
gress in the development of the petro- 
leum and natural gas rescurces ot 
Western Canada according to a state- 
ment issued by the Hon, Charles 
Stewart, minister of the interior. A 
review of the operations carried on 
in the rious fields in the prairie 
provinces indicates that several of 
the earlier prospected fields have al- 
ready proved their worth, while in- 
vestigations have uncovered new and 
promising oil-bearing «areas, The 
year's operations were marked by 
great drilling activity and although 
the actual footage drilled was not as 
frreat as 1926, the decrease is account- 
ed for by the fact that it is ¢ r dril- 
ling and consequently slow: here 
was a marked increase in the jus and 
oil production of the western fields, 
the cutput of oil reaching 329,000 bar- 
rels, while the production of gas for 
consumption totalled nearly eleven 
aad a half billion cubic feet. The 1926 
figures for oil were 219,000 barrels 
und for gas nine and a half billion 
cubic feet.

Production from 
the dolomite shows no tendency to 
diminish. indicating the presence of 
a@ vast source of wet gas. Seven 
wells have already reached this reser- 
voir and the encouraging results have 
induced the Royalite Company to} 
start its No. 10 well, while indepen- 
dent operators are also active.

Army Reservists To Be Placed On the 
Land In the Spring 

A plan formulated after that of 
George Washington, Thomas Jeffer- 
son and other American revolutionary 
chiefs of 1783, to populate the great 
west with members of the disbanded 
revolutiondry army, is the latest pro- 
posal of the Overseas Settlement 
Committee revealed on the departure 
for Canada of E, T. Crutchloy, finan- 
cial adviser of the committee. 

The overseas committee discloses 
that soldiers now in their last few 
months of service are being trained 
at Chisledon, Wiltshire, in modern 
methods of farming and will be sent 
to Canada in May to till and cultivate 
large areas of fertile land.

There will be a regular airship ser- 
vice between England and Montreal 
and between England and New York, 
similar to the present shipping ser- 
vices and perfectly practical from the 
flying point of view, declared 
mander Burney, prominent British air 
authority, in an exclusive interview 
with the British United Press recent- 
ly. 

He added that he was going to the 
United States and Canada to arrange 
a preliminary flight for the R-100, and 
that after a demonstration flight it 
was proposed to establish a regular 
trans-Atlantic service. 

Commander Burney said the air- 
ships will leave each side of the At- 
lantic ocean daily. For instance, if one 
of the air liners leaves England on 
Monday, it will arrive at Montreal or 
New York on Wednesday night, while

“The chief reason,” says Ifarm & 

Vireside, “is that women love to sew 
for the joy of sewing as well as for 
the satisfaction of saving a few extra 
,dollars. Seventy-five per cent of the 
iwomen added as another reason the 
fact that what they save by sewing 
they can put into better materials. 
Ninety-five per cent, of the answers 
contained the recommendation

jin a recent issue many of our read- 
ers must have been struck by the 
frequency with which the words ‘“‘sud-

| word “suddenly” is printed nine times. 
Whether or not others of the deaths 
veported were sudden we cannot say, 
; but not improbably some of them not 
so described were, Only in some of 
the cases were the ages given of the 
persons who had died suddenly. In 
two of these the deceased were chil- 
;dren, in one a young person of 3 
years. So it isnot only among the aged 
that life closes without previous ill- 
ness. Nearly every day 
, among the notices an impressive num- 
ber carrying this word “suddenly.” 
This has no doubt come under the 
attention of all who are engaged in 
jthe practice of medicine and in the 


service of public helath. These author- | 


ities may be able to account for the 
‘fact that so many deaths are sudden. 
It is unlikely they will tell us that 
this is at about the normal rate, They 
may point to conditions in our way of 
| living or to the present-day prevalence 
jof disease of the “grip” type as the 
jexplanation for what is evidently an 
| Increasing curve in the sudden-death 
\ line.
